Health Director Says 
Hospitals Are in 
‘Desperate Situation’ 
Because of $10,000 


Limitation. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said today he will seek “in the 
very near future’ another elec- 
tion On a _ proposed 
amendment to remove the $10,- 
_ 000-a-year ceiling on city salaries, 

He made the statement after 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, Director of 
Health and Hospitals, declared 
that the city’s hospitals are in a 
“desperate situation” because of 
low pay scales for medical and 
hospital personnel. 
Mayor Tucker said the city ad- 
ministration long has been aware 
of the seriousness of the problem, 
which is “becoming more acute 
each day.” 

“The salary limitation simply 
must be lifted to make it pos- 
sible to get qualified key per- 
sonnel,” he said. 

A proposal to remove the $10,- 
000 ceiling, which has been in 
effect since 1914, was defeated 
by voters last November and 
again last April. 

Dr. Smith contended the hos- 
pitals’ personnel difficulties were 
due, not only to the $10,000 limi- 
tation, but also to “obstructive 
tactics” of Personnel Director 
R. Elliott Scearce in refusing to 
co-operate with health officials 
in hiring nurses and other tech- 
nical personnel. 


These persons can earn more | 


in private employment, some al- 
ready on the city payroll are 
leaving because of the attraction 
of higher pay elsewhere, he 
said. 

More Than 150 Vacancies. 

More than 150 vacancies in the 
hospitals remain unfilled, most 
of them in pay brackets well be- 
low the $10,000 limit, Dr. Smith 
asserted. 

This could be solved in large 
part by hiring persons at above 
the minimum starting salaries, 

, but the Personnel Department in 
many cases is unwilling to do 
this, he said. 

Under the city civil service 
law, the Personnel Department 
i with passing on quali- 
fi€ations of job applicants. 

Dr. Smith pointed out ‘that 
most of the recruitment of hos- 
pital personnel is by his depart- 
)ment. 

“If we locate a qualified per- 
son, why should Scearce and the 
Civil Service Commission ques- 
tion our judgment?” Dr. Smith 
asked. “They are not qualified 
to judge the abilities of medical 
personnel,” 


Cites Charter Provisions. 
Scearce was out of the city. 
Acting Personnel Director Robert 
Gross said that the department’s 
activities were limited strictly by 
provisions of the charter and 
ordinances 


He acknowledged that present 
city pay scales are nearly two 
years old, but pointed out they 
now are being revised. He said 
that revision must be compre- 
hensive, covering all categories

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP)— 
Trans World Airlines steward- 
esses complained yesterday that 
service aboard jet planes is so 
fatiguing it may be harming 
their health.

Your Union Turned it Down 


Iw RESPONSE to President Eisenhower’s urgent re- 
quest for an immediate non-inflationary settlement 
through the voluntary processes of free collective bar- 
gaining, the steel] Companies have done two things: 


First, they have made a specific, 15-cents-an-hour 
package offer providing for increased wages and 


benefits over the period of a two-year agreement. 


Second, they have scaled down to an irreducible 
minimum their requests for improvements in contract 
language, adhering only to those changes that would 


clearly operate in the long-range interests of the 
steelworkers themselves. 


Details of the offer: 


Specifically, the Companies offered to improve the 
pension, insurance, and supplemental unemployment 
benefit programs in the first year of a two-year agree- 
ment, and to increase wage rates at the beginning of 
the second year by amounts ranging from 6 cents for 
the lowest job class to 12 cents for the highest jo class 
-—the total package to increase the Companies’ employ- 
ment costs by 15 cents per man-hour worked, or about 
2 per cent per year of total employment costs which, 
before the strike, amounted to $3.70 per hour. 


As a part of this offer to increase wages and bene- 
fits, the Companies called upon the Union to join in 
working out mutually satisfactory amendments to the 


, prior basic labor agreements in four general areas. The 


purpose of these amendments would be: 


|. To continue payment of the 17-cents-per-hour 
cost-of-living adjustment which was in effect at the 
expiration of the prior labor agreements; but to 


eliminate provisions for future changes either up or 
down. 


2. To enable management to take reasonable 
steps to eliminate waste and to improve efficiency; 
but to protect and preserve the right of employees 
to grievance and arbitration procedure under which 


management would be required to justify fully the 
reasonableness of its actions. 


3. To permit flexibility in the scheduling of work 


to conform reasonably with the requirements of the 
business. 


4. To deter wildcat strikes by permitting the dis 


_ charge of any employee engaging in such action and 


by clarifying the responsibility of local Unions in 
pe to wildcat strikes occurring within their juris- 
iction. 


Companies’ offer flexible 


In the bargaining sessions, th Companies pointed 
out that the offer of a two-year 15-cents-an-hour pack- 


age of improved benefits and wages was purposely 
stated in terms which would provide maximum flexi- 
bility in arriving at the distribution of this sum as be- 
tween wages and benefits, so as to give the greatest 
possible satisfaction to the employees. It was also 
pointed out that the Companies were entirely willing 
to consider alternate benefits should the immediate 
effect of improved insurance benefits upon take-home 
pay present problems that would preclude the arrival 
at a settlement of the strike. 


They also pointed out that this offer to increase 
employment costs by 2 per cent per year represents the 
maximum that can be undertaken at this time without 
resulting in an inflationary increase in production costs. 


Union demands more inflation 


The Union leaders on the other hand persist in 
their demands for highly inflationary wage and benefit 
increases; and proposed a settlement that would call 
for employment cost increases that could amount to 
60 or more cents, per hour over a three-year period: The 
difference between the 20 or more cents an hour in- 
creased cost per year of the Union’s proposal and the 

7% cent annual increased cost of the Companies’ offer 
would be sheer inflation and must be recognized as 
such. 


Any such increase in steelmaking costs would 
further injure the competitive position of the Ameri- 
can Steel Industry in markets both at home and 
abroad, and would endanger the job security of 
American steelworkers. Similarly any failure on the 
part of the Union to join in writing an. agreement 
which will provide reasonably for the more ient 
operation of the mills can only work to the disad- 
vantage of the members of the Union and of the 
American people as a whole. 


Union leaders prolong deadlock 


The Union's: rejection of the Companies’ offer— 
coming as it does on the heels of President Eisen- 
hower’s appeal for a voluntary, non-inflationary settle- 
ment, clearly reveals the Union leadership’s respon- 
sibility for the continuing deadlock. 


Throughout the negotiations the Union leaders 
have insisted upon an inflationary, something-for- 
nothing settlement. They have offered nothing what- 


ever in exchange for the increased wages and benefits 


they seek. They have resisted every effort to provide 
for increased efficiency of operations through improve- 
ment in the language of the former contracts: They 
have insisted that their members shall continue, year 
after year, to take more out of the business than they

The Companies, on the other hand, have—from 
the outset of the negotiations—had one consistent 
objective: to obtain a settlement that would not result 
in an increase in their production costs over the term 


of the new agreement. That is the only kind of settle-, 


ment that would not have serious inflationary con- 
sequences. 


It is the only kind of settlement that would help 
preserve for the Steelworkers, and for every American, 
the value of their earnings, savings and pensions; and 


would ehable the Companies to compete more. effec> 
tively with foreign steel and other competing materials, 


thus increasing output and a 


It is the only kind of settlement that would serve 
the best interests of the entire nation. 


The steel Companies’ position 


To sum up the situation as it stands today, there- 
fore, the Companies want to make their position crystal 
clear: 


They did not—and do not—want a shutdown of 
their operations. 

They do not want their employees to lose wages 
and employment because of a continued shutdown. 


They have not sought government intervention in 
any form; but instead have exhausted every effort to 
secure a voluntary settlement that would be in the best 
interest of all. 


They are not trying to undermine or*destroy the 
Union. 


They do not seek to take away the basic rights of 
any employee. 


They are not asking for the arbitrary right to 
change local work practices without employee recourse 
to grievance procedure and arbitration. 


They do want to make a reasonable settlement and 
to live with the Union and its members in peace and 
harmony. 


But they are not willing to buy peace at the price 
of making agreements which will continue to pro- 
mote inflation and which will prevent them from 
taking reasonable steps to improve the efficiency of 
their businesses. 

So long as the Union insists on wage and benefit 
increases of inflationary. proportions, and refuses to 
deal reasonably with the problems arising out of some 
of the contract provisions, no agreement will be 


possible. | 


One wonders when, if ever, the Union leaders wil 
recognize that the customers, the stockholders and 
the public generally, as well as the steelworkers, are 


entitled to fair treatment.

U.S. Expands 
Lending Aid 


Program 


WASHINGTON, D. C., (UPI) 
~The government is expanding 
its program to help persons in 
small towns and members of 
minority groups get home loans. 

With $290,000 appropriated by 
Congress for personnel, the Vol- 
untary Home Mortgage Credit 
Program (VHMCP) is going to 
double its staff—from 19 to 40. 
©The VHMCP is the smallest 
and least known of the govern- 
ment’s several housing programs. 


“Congress set it up in 1954 to 
reduce the demand for direct GI 
ee loans from the govern- 

nt. Since it began in January, 
1955, the program has helped 
40,000 families obtain some $400,- 
090,000 in home loans. 

There are offices in Washing- 
‘ton, Atlanta, Dallas, Chicago and 
San Francisco. 

“The $10,000 average mortgage 
size shows that the program aids ; 
mainly home buyers in moderate =; 
income categories. (By the tra- ~ 
ditional rule of thumb, a family ™@ 
with a $4000 income could carry 
a@ $10,000 mortgage.) 

The loans are made by private 

lenders—banks, insurance com- 
panies, savings associations, etc. 
No government money is in- 
volved and VHMCP does not 
charge borrowers for its serv- 
ices.

THE CONSERVATIVE SWEEP in the British election was 
being interpreted here today as a favorab'e omen for the Republi- 
can party in 1960 with peace and negotiate-with-Russia as the 


dominant issue. 


Prime Minister Macmillan in going to Russia last February 
risked the more or less open disapproval of the then American 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. He held a series of 
talks with Premier Khrushchev in the Kremlin and an indirect 
result was the Khrushchev visit to the United States at the invi- 


tation of President Eisenhower. 

In his election campaign Mac- 
millan took full credit for initiat- 
ing the moves that have led to 
what is likely to be a long period 
of negotiation. He told the voters 
repeatedly that he and the Con- 
servatives were the best equipped 
to treat with the Soviets. © 

This is the line already being 
taken by Vice President Nixon in 
his forays into various parts of 
the country to try to cinch the 
Republican nomination. Nixon 
stresses heavily his tour of Rus- 
sia and how he stood up to 
Khrushchev in their exchanges 
in Moscow. 

Macmillan also implied in his 
campa‘gn speeches that a sum- 
mit conference was all set, with 
only the time and the place re- 
maining to be determined. In an 
effort to keep out of the British 
campaign, the White House 
played coy on that claim. 

IT IS LIKELY now, however, 
that a date will be fixed shortly 
and the summit meeting may 
come before the end of the year. 
Speculating ranges between the 
end of November or early De- 
cember to early February. Gene- 
va is the most likely site. 


Shortly before the Macmillan | 


campaign began President Eis- 
enhower visited London in the 
course of his consultation with 
Western Allied leaders. The Pres- 
ident and the Prime Minister ap- 
peared together in an unprece- 
dented informal talk on television. 

As one commentator put it the 
next morning, “Prime Minister 
Macmillan appeared last night 
with his campaign manager, 
Dwight Eisenhower.” 

In the course of his TV re- 
marks Macmillan made every 
pitch for his party from peace 
to the need to export more wool- 
en goods to the United States. 


Still another factor in the rout 
of the Labor party may have a 
bearing on the situation here. 
This is the rash of strikes that 
has served to alienate a part of 
the British public. 


The bus strike two years ago 
seemed to most Britishers sense- 
less. It caused widespread incon- 
venience over a period of many 
weeks and the general view was 
that it had cost the Labor party 


hundreds of thousands of votes. 


PERHAPS most important 
factor of all in enabling the Con- 
servatives to break a century- 
old precedent and win for a 
third time in succession was 
prosperity. Unemployment is 
down to 2 per cent of the labor 

, force and Britain has a look of 
bright and contented prosperity. 


The Labor party under the 


leadership of Hugh Gaitskell, 
who would have been Prime 
Minister in a Labor cabinet, 


played down the issue of na- 


tionalization of industry. The 
stress was on public enterprise 


and public ownership. But the 


public was not interested. 


Gaitskell was credited with 
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Opposition party in a two-party 
system 


The third party, the Liberals, 
had been expected to make sub- 
stantial gains at the expense of 
both Conservatives and Labor. 
They fell far short of expecta- 
tions. 

What makes the Conservative 
victory all the more remarkable 
is the fact that less than three 


years ago the government of 
the then Prime Minister, An- 
thony Eden, had suffered the 


disaster of the Suez fiasco. 


Eden government had 
sought to topple Egypt’s Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser and 


restore orderly control of the 
attack back- 


Suez canal. The 
fired and the United Nations 
ordered a cease-fire. 

AT THAT TIME Macmillan 
was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. He had _ ardently 
backed the Suez move. In the 
midst of what seemed utter ruin 
he was pleading with the United 
States to save the British pound 


which was under attack by In- 


ternational speculators.

with Macmillan at that time 
found him in a mood of extraor- 
dinary humility, seeking some 


way out of the impasse. Eden 


shortly afterward stepped out 


because of the illness that had 


contributed to his highly nervous 
state.

President Eisenhower had dur- 
ing that crisis turned against the 


Conservative government with a 


sharp private rebuff to Eden. 
At that point the party and the 


government seemed hopelessly 
divided and the future was black. 


It is out of this morass that 
Macmillan, exhibiting an unex- 


pected political shrewdness and 


adaptability, has led his party. 
At the same time prosperity has 


been restored and most Britons 


are content.

In moving to improve relations through his 
talks with Premier Khrushchev, President 


Eisenhower unquestionably expressed the sen- 


timents of most Americans. But there are 
people, including some officials in his Admin- 
istration, who regard the new policy as de- 
plorable “softness,” and Under Secretary of 
State Dillon’s blast at Communist China was 
probably a concession to them. In a New 
York speech, Mr. Dillon bitterly’attacked the 
Peiping regime and warned that any attempt 
to seize Formosa “and the off-shore islands” 
might embroil the world in total nuclear war. 

There are a dozen reasons why a speech 
like this was ill-advised just now. First and 
foremost, Mr. Dillon was going much too far. 
in issuing a veiled threat of nuclear war over" 
the off-shore islands. Every time the Chinese 
Communists have whipped up a Formosa cri- 
sis, the American people have made it plain 
to our Government that they did not intend 
to wage nuclear war for Quemoy or Matsu or 
any of the other islands off the Chinese coast 
which, Chiang Kai-shek has no _ business 
occupying. 

Fofmosa is one thing, the off-shore islands 
quite another. Instead of running a constant 
risk of being embroiled in war over these un- 
importans islands, our Government long since 
should have pulled Chiang back to Formosa 
and the Pescadores. As the Providence Bul- 
letin says, in an editorial reprinted on this 
page, our national effort .right now should be 
directed to that end. Bellicose talk like Mr. 
Dillon’s suggests that American policy is mov- 
ing in the opposite direction. 

And why make speeches like this at a time 
when seasonal bad weather in the Formosa 
strait has all but eliminated for months to 
come the possibility of an attack on Formosa? 
It is cheap tactics to make menacing gestures 
if the danger of attack is small; and if that 
danger is acute, then talk of this kind is going 


’ to have not the slightest effect on Chinese ; 


intentions, as Mr. Dillon well knows. 


What, then, was the reason for his speech? 
One interpretation is that the State Depart- 
ment is testing Khrushchev’s sincerity. At 
Peiping, Khrushchey made the standard 
Marxist distinction between wars of conquest 
and “just” wars of liberation. The State De- 
partment nervously took this to be a veiled 
indorsement of a Chinese Communist attack 
on Formosa, and Messrs: Herter and Dillon 
therefore announced that we would hold 
Khrushchev partly responsible for Peiping’s 
actions. 

Even if the State Department’s conclusion 
were right, which we very much doubt, what 
sense does it make to try to test Khrushchev’s 
sincerity, and read him lectures on responsi- 
bility, through the medium of public 
speeches? An Administration which has em- 
barked on the immensely difficult task of 
trying to change the international atmos- 
phere from one of poisonous distrust must 
lay aside the old tactics of propaganda war. 
If it wants to test Khrushchev’s sincerity it 
should do so through the channels of diplo- 
macy. lf it wants to fathom Peiping’s inten- 
tions it should use some other means than 
inflammatory speeches to anti-Peiping audi- 
ences. In an era of diplomacy, the rule of the 
buttoned lip is a good one for diplomats to 
follow.

More than two years have passed 
since the Missouri Independent Milk Proces- 
sors first complained that the Adams Dairy 
Co. waged spot price wars through Kroger, 
A&P and Safeway stores to drive out inde- 
pendent milk producers. | 
_ FTC charges Adams and the three gr 
chains with conspiracy, price-fixing and re- 
straint of trade. It alleges that the dairy has 
had restraint-of-trade agreements with each 
chain for many years, fixing prices and price 
differentials and coercing competitors. into 
maintaining them. 

These charges are in line with testimony 
given to a committee of the Missouri House“ 
earlier this year that milk price wars had 
driven eight processors and 18 dairy farms 
out of business in the Bonne Terre area alone. 
The dairy business is important to Missouri. 
‘In drouths of recent years the state has taken 
heroic measures and spent large sums of 
money to preserve that farm industry. But 
since the operations against which FTC has 
now brought complaint affect Illinois, Kansas 
and Kentucky as well as Missouri, and since 
other milk price wars have unsettled the 
dairy industries in Oklahoma and Texas, plain- 
ly this is a matter for federal action.

The New Films 
Clark Learns to Act His Age 


CLARK GABLE, the “King” of Hollywood for so many 
years, announced recently that his comedy, “BUT NOT FOR 
ME,” would mark the start of a gradual shift to character 
roles. Clark, now 58 years old, felt he had at last gotten out 
of the romantic hero league. I've seen 
the picture at the FOX. The King is NOT 
dead; long live the King! It’s a perfect 
vehicle for him, amusing, . sophisticated, 
with bright, slick dialogue and at times 
quite funny. 

Perlberg-Seaton have brushed off an old 
property, the stage play, ‘‘Accent on Youth,” 
by Samson Raphaelson which Paramount first filmed in 1935 
with Herbert Marshall, gotten a polished screen play from 


John Michael Hayes, and put it into director Walter Lang’s 
capable hands. 


As a 56-year-old play producer of the Mike Todd spec- 
tacular type, a man who lets it be known he’s 45, old-pro 
Gable may have a little hoarseness and the Gable squint may 
be a little more pronounced, but ‘he still has Gable virile 
magnetism, dynamism and sure light comedy style in which 
he isn’t afraid to exaggerate reactions for effect. 


The producer, at the end of his roll from his spectacular 
spending and high living, is desperate for a hit. His play- 
wright, Lee J. Cobb, knows his script about a middle-aged 
man falling for a young girl stinks, and takes to the bottle. 
Gable is ready to fold. He gives his 22-year-old secretary 
(Carroll Baker) a generous six months’ notice with a trip 
thrown in. She bursts into a tearful rage, tells him she 
loves him and he has done a terrible thing to her by ruining 
all other men for her, and throws her arms about his neck. 

Presto! The plot gimmick; the gir! is chasing the man. 
The producer plops all of Carroll’s own words into the dia- 
logue and they're off again, with Carroll, who has been 
taking night-classes in acting, playing the herdine. Gable’s 
ex-wife (Lilli Palmer) throws sly digs in as the romance 
progresses. In one case, she serves a birthday cake to the 
unhappy Clark at her home in front of his adoring star, ex- 
plaining she ran out of candles after 51. “It looks like a 
forest fire,” says Cobb. 

Miss Palmer is a shrewd, charming and sophisticated 
comedienne and Cobb, as the grumpy and caustic playwright, 
is a sound actor, Miss Baker’s contribution is just ordinary, 
but the others carry it off in high style and it’s a-welcome 
addition in the renaissance of good movie comedy the last 
two years. 


Final Bow for Mario Lanza 


THE LAST MOVIE of Mario Lanza, the tenor, who died 
Wednesday, opens today at LOEW’S STATE. Called, “FOR 
THE FIRST TIME,” it closely followed the formula estab- 
lished in Mr. Lanza’s previous pictures made in Europe.

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_ Juvenile Gangs—World-Wide Problem 


They’re Active in Cit

of London, the alleys of Rome, 
around the train stations of Mv- ° 
nich, in the garish lights of the 
Ginza in Tokyo, along the wide 
avenidas of Buenos Aires. Even 
the antiseptic utopia of Sovie‘ 
Russia is not immune. 


While their modus operandi 
may differ in charming detail— 
one London mob preferred fish 
hooks for redecorating a rival’s 
face while the Tokyo mobs favor 
clubs and daggers but frown on 
guns — these coagulations of 
young punks usually operate for 
one of two reasons, and some- 
times both. 

Some gangs are formed to titil- 
late the battered egos of their 
members, to stake out a terri- 
tory, to raise organized hell, to 
beat up people and wreck prop- 
erty, to strut and rule like little 
Caesars purely for the fun of it. 

Other gangs—like those in Italy 
and Japan—give less’ emphasis 
to their collective psyche and 
more to commerce. Their motive 
is pure, wunadulterated, non- 
Freudian larceny. 

Both types of adolecent mob- 
sters move under a bizarre va- 
riety of names that might have 
been suggested by a committee 
composed of Zane Grey, Sir Ar- 
thur Conan Doyle and Jack Ker- 
ouac. There are, for example, 
the “Apaches” and ‘“Black- 
hawks” of Manila, the “‘Padding- 
ton Leopards” of London, the 
“Three-Cherry Club” of Tokyo, 
the “Five-Fingers’’ mob of Bue- 
nos Aires and the “Tony Curtis’

But in some areas aboard 
there are unique factors. 
Japanese sociologists, for ex- 
ample, also blame social changes 
since the war symbolized by the 
emperor’s renunciation of his 
own divinity. Experts in Manila 
cite the social breakdown caused 
by the Japanesé occupation, dur- 
ing which guerilla groups became

The Athens police put a stop to 


such things by using a powerful 
weapon—ridicule. The young vil- 
lains had their heads sheared 
and were paraded, handcuffed, in 
the streeets with a description of 
their offense written on a board 
hanging from their necks. 

Imagine the sight—our own 
young desperadoes, bald and 
bound, being led wrist to wrist 
up Broadway or State Street or 
Sunset Boulevard. 

RUSSIA has its youth packs 
but they are not so highly or- 
ganized as those in London or 
New York. Soviet laws are such 
that any such organization might 
find itself ordered to a youth 
“re-training camp.” 

Still, Russia has its young hol. 
ligans, thieves, drunkards and 
“Stilyagi,” the boys in the ubi- 
quitous tight pants and sloppy 
shoes. To help police combat 
them, volunteer brigades, or 
legal gangs, have been formed 
in most large cities. 


Last January in Kharkov, a 
young drunk began beating up 
ah old man. A volunteer bri- 
gade came to his aid. One 
member was stabbed to death 
but the drunk was corralled, 
convicted and shot. The dead 
boy got a posthumous bravery 
citation. 3 

Communists have tried hard to 
make juvenile crime appear to 
be an American invention and 
export. This fact needs to be 
borne in mind in considering the 
announcement by East German 
officials that three big gangs 
called “the Broadway,” “Capi- 
tal,” and ‘42nd Street,” were 
smashed in Leipzig last year. 
The gangs, it was ed, spe- 
cialized in frightening people, 
raping girls, organizing traffic 
accidents and stealing cars. 

Balkan communists seem par- 
ticularly disturbed by the wear- 
ing of tight pants, which they 
regard as typically American. In 
Bulgaria, authorities decreed no 
trousers could be made which 
were too narrow to be taken 
off over shoes. 

In Czechoslovakia, state-owned 
men’s stores were ordered to 

customers who wanted 


was ap- 
pointed specifically to watch 
over the matter. 


Until recently, France was not 
plagued by organized young 
gangs. But this summer, police 
on the left bank of Paris rounded 
up 26 adolescents who were 
terrorizing the neighborhood 
with whips, iron bars, brass 
knuckles, chains and knives. The 
boys wore blue jeans or chinos 
and leather jackets. 

Widely separated countries 
such as Egypt and Laos report 
no juvenile gangs. In Cairo, their 
absence is attributed to the gen- 
erally conservative behavior of 
Moslems, the strict sex mores, 
and the importance attached to 
closely knit families. In Laos, a 
police officer explained, ‘‘Parents 
control their houses with a 
strong hand.” 


In Bangkok, strong police ac- 
tion has cleared the streets of 
the “Lizards,” as the juvenile 
delinquents with the slick hair- 
cuts and draped trousers are 
known. The crackdown began 
when Premier Sarit took over the 
government, declared martial 
law, ordered police into action 
and publicily suggested steriliza- 
tion as a means of punishing and 
curbing delinquents, if other 
methods failed. Bangkok now 
has few “lizards.” 


But elsewhere in Asia ani 
Western Europe, the young gang 
problem is still a big one. 


IN LONDON, it’s booming. Au- 


thorities there estimate the city | 


has at least 200 separate gangs, 
each with its own area or “‘man- 
or” staked cut. The biggest are 
the “Elephant Mob,” “The Pad- 
dington Leopards,” and “The 
Angel gang,”’ whose organized 
strength range from 400 to 600. 

They fight each other on the 
streets, around dance halls or 
aboard the trains to Brighton. 
They fight over girls (“‘chicks” 
and “‘brides’”’), they fight be- 
cause one gang member walked 
into another’s manor, they fight 
just for “‘the giggle,” or the fun 
of it. 

The leader gets to be “top 
notch” of his gang by beating 
any challengers. The uniform 
usually has been Edwardian— 
narrow, cuffless pants, long 
jackets with velvet collars and 
cuffs. Thus, they are known as 
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first day on the stream when the 
wind began to rise and clouds 
started boiling across the sky 
from all directions, most of them 
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“teddy boys,’’ teddy being a 
diminutive of Edward. Now the 
more fashion-conscious gangs re- 
flect the italian influenc e— 
striped narrow pants, single- 
breasted narrow three - button 
jackets with tiny lapels. 


One member of the gang is the 
“tool minder,’”’ or keeper of the 
weapons. The ‘“‘tools’’ vary: fish 
hooks sewed into the jacket 
sleeve near the cuff; metal bars, 
wooden*cudgels, “‘flick’”’ knives, 
razors, knuckle dusters, heavy 
finger rings with built-in hooks 
or blades, broken bottles, big 
chains, blackjacks. 


The gangs are smaller in Italy 
but geared for a. dishonest buck. 
The biggest in Rome, a 17-mem- 
ber group, admitted on recent | 
arrest that it stole 200 cars 
in several months. Others spe- 
cialize in beating and robbing 
couples parked along the ancient 
Appian way, a favorite lover’s 
lane. 


~ The uniform of the day is tight 
blue jeans, white tennis shoes 
and leather jackets and the fa- 
vorite transportation is the two- 
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man motor scooter—a- handy 
vehicle for pulling up to a curb, 
snatching a lady’s purse and 
racing off. 

All of this is small stuff com- 
pared to the wartime Italian 
gangs. Besides the one credited 
with stealing and selling a ship 
for scrap, another was reputed 
to have swiped an entire freight 
train. 

In Tokyo, the top teen-aged 
gang is called the Sanseikai. The 
lodge members peddle protection 
to pin ball parlors and bars. If 
you don’t buy it, they wreck 
your joint. If you do buy, they’ll 
station boys around your place 
to keep other gangs out. For 
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ht Hooligans 


their own protection, the San- 
seikai members wear copper ar- 
mor under their clothing. 

In Germany, the young thugs 
are known derisively as the 
“‘Halbstarken,” half-strong or 
half-mature. The best known was 
the Zorro gang (named after the 
American movie hero) which 
flourished around Stuttgart until 
1953. There were 11 members, 
from 15 to 24, armed with pis- 
‘ols, knives, rubber truncheons 
and one machine pistol. 

They took an oath promising 
leath to any member who be- 
rayed them. The leader tattoed 
a *Z”’ under the armpit of each 

rember. 

They stole anything negotiable 
wut specialized in raiding farms, 
laughtering the animals and 
carrying them off in trucks, The 

ang finally was sent to jail. 


MUNICH STILL HAS its gang: 
lotted around railroad stations 
nd known by the terminals they 
avor. For many German gangs, 
notorbikes are the favorite form 
f transportation—whenever they 
‘an steal one. 

The Philippines, which spent 
most 50 years under American 
influence, has gang names that 
sound like the east side of New 
York. — Atom Boys, Cobras, 
Apaches, Dragons, Gestapo, 
Blackhawks. 

The names painted in bold let- 
ters on buildings and walls often 
stake out gang territory in the 
city’s sprawling slums and more 
respectable suburbs. Some gangs 
carry photo identification cards. 
A few have “ladies auxiliaries.” 

Manila has both poor and rich 
gangs. The poor operate for 
profit — burglary, shakedowns, 
even armed robbery. The gangs 
drawn from well-to-do families 
operate for fun. They roar 
through the streets in hot rods 
and commit vandalism for the 
thrill. 

In Buenos Aires, the favorite 
gang names are “The Cat,” 
“Five Fingers,” ‘“The Gaucho,” 
and “‘The Knife.” They generally 
hit small stores, apartments and 
homes. In Buenos Aires, anyone 
leaving his house for vacation, 
usually hires a watchman to 
live there while he’s gone.

Or perhaps corruption would 
be a better word. Somé strange 
things are done in the name of 
the doughnut. From just a little 
round cake with a hole in the 
middle, the dispatch points out, 
the modern “‘donut”’ has taken on 
a variety of more than 200 
shapes, sizes, figures, fillings 
and flavorings. This, it would 
seem to us, would be something 
to ponder rather to boast about. 


And the odds are that with 
all the 200 odd shapes, sizes, 
flavors and fillings there’s not a 
genuine old-fashioned doughnut 
to be had. At any rate, -we never 
seem to find them. And we've 
encountered, we think, just about 
all the 200 varieties at various 
times and places. 


THE ANSWER, of course, is 
obvious. If you share our feel- 
ings about the doughnut and 
what has been done to it through 
the efforts of the late Adolph 
Levitt, let us make our own. As 
follows: 


First cream two tablespoons 
of shortening and then add a 
half cup of sugar and cream 
them together. Beat two eggs 


and add half a cup of sugar to’ 


them and beat them some more. 
Then combine the two mixtures. 

Sift three and three-fourths 
cups of flour with two teaspoons 
of baking powder, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, half a teaspoon of 
soda, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
grated nutmeg and a fourth of 
a teaspoon of cinnamon. 

Then add this dry mixture to 
the other mixture, a little at a 
time, alternating with three- 
fourths of a cup of sour milk. 
You should have a light, damp 
dough. If necessary, add either 
more milk or more flour, so that 
the dough doesn’t stick. 

Now divide your dough and 
roll it out to the desired thick-
